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THE CORMORANTS. 
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Cool in Hot Fight, Takes Defeat Gracefu lly 


and 
Missouri’s Governor and His Family. 


ST. LOUIS, June . 25.—Gov. Her- 
bert Spencer Hadley of Missouri, 
the “dark horse of the Republican 
National Convention at Chicago, was 
born at Olathe, Kan, February 20, 
1872, which makes him just 10 vears 
of age. He is of Quaker missionary 
stock. His grandfather came from 
North Carolina. and was sent west- 
ward by the French, as u missionary 
to the Indians. 

In 1892, Hadley graduated from 
Kansas University, and in 1894 com- 
pleted the law course at Northwestern 
University. After graduating he im- 
mediately entered politics at Kansas 
(ity, Mo., and soon earned a reputa- 
tion as a “red-hot” speaker. In 1898 
he was appointed City Counselor of 
Kansas City, which position he held 
until 1901, when he resigned to take 
a position as prosecuting attorney of 
Jackson county, to which he had been 
elected. In 1904 the Republican State 
convention met at St. Joseph, and up 
until that time the Republicans had 
not carried Missouri for more than 
thirty years, and the nomination for 
State ticket was more a matter of 
form than anything else. Hadley at- 
tended the convention as a delegate 
from Jackson county.. The leaders 
had failed to choose a man to be 
named for Attorney-Géneral, and as 
a joke nominated Hadley, The recipi- 
ent. of this unsought and unexpected 
honor was exceedingly angry, but the 
convention, anxious to adjourn, paid 
no attention to his remonstrance. He 
made no campaign, but when elec- 
tion day came, he was elected by a 
plurality of 12,919!

Hadley immediately sprang into 
fame as a reformer. He started to 
prosecute the trusts. and drive them 
from the State. The first one he 
tackled was the largest of the lot— 
Standard Oil. The upshot of the pros- 
ecution was a fine of $50,000 and ex- 
pulsion from the State. His next elec- 
tion was as Governor in 1908— the 
first Republican to hold that office in 
forty years. His administration as 
Governor has been along the same 
progressive lines as his administration 
as Attorney-General. 

He was married in 1902 to Miss At- 
nes Lee of Kansas City, a former 
newspaper woman, who aided in his 
campaien for Governor. They have 
three bright and interesting children, 
John, Henrietta and Herbert, Jr. 

Gov. Hadley's fame as an orator 
has become nation-wide since he was 
chosen for floor leader of the Roose- 
velt forces in Chicago. He has a 
eraceful presence, a clear, strong 
voice. and is never cooler than when 
in- the midst of a hot legal fight. As 
an exponent of the “new politics,” 
which takes its inspiration from di- 
rect appeal to the people. which 
therefore depends upon an unerring 
instinct for selecting the popular side, 
Gov. Hadley has few equals. Hadley 
owns a farm near Jefferson City. Mo., 
which he enthusiastically works him- 
self This, with hunting. golfing and 
horseback riding, are his favorite

McCorkle of West Virginia in- 
terrupted to ask “if the nomination 
at a Democratic candidate is made 
with the vote of New York, will you 
then support the candidate?” 

As Bryan began to answer a dele- 
gate shouted Are you a Democrat?” 

This nettled the commoner and he 
shouted: “If that man will give you 
his name I will record it beside that 
of Messrs. Ryan, Belmont and Mor- 
gan.” 

Answering McCorkle, Mr. Bryaa

Picturesque Region. 

VISALIA, June 29. — Pyblicity 
bodies ot Visalia, Lindsay and Exeter

It has long been felt.in Viennese 
court circles that the Duchess Hohen- 
berg, who is one of the cleverest and 
most accomplished women in Austria 
Hungary, and has unbounded in- 
fluence over her husband, would not 
tolerate her unpleasant position for- 
ever, and that she would undoubtedly 
claim fuller rights after the death of 
the Emperor Francis Joseph, it not 
before.

A very few years ago and the war 
Pipes were practically unknown in 
Ireland. They were played, indeed, 
in portions of the North, but save 
for the presence of a very few pipers 
in Cork, Tipperary and Clare, some 
of them old men, the instrument was 
not Known throughout the country. 
It had not been generally played for 
a couple of centuries. Now, how- 
ever, pipers are to be numbered by 
the score, if not by the hundred, 
and pipe bands are springing up like 
mushrooms in the large towns. in 
the villages, and in most unlikely 
places. Thef bid fair to displace fife 
and drum and brass bands to as great 
an extent as the melodeon and the 
concertina have supplanted the fid- 
die and the Union pipes. Only in 
this case the change is hardiy one 
which will cause any considerable 
sorrow or mean a loss to Irish mu- 


sic.

PARIS, June 29.—A burglar whe 
had plied his craft in Paris for eight 
years without being caught by the 
police, and who had a record of 205 
successful burgiaries, has at last been 
brought to book. His astonishing reo- 
ord only came to light through his 
own confession, prompted by his 
preference for deportation ag against 
imprisonment tn France. 

His claim to having committed 205 
burglaries was received by the judge 
with incredulity, and he was much 
hurt to have his title to the burgling 
champlonship disputed. “I have com- 
mitted 205 burglaries. I swear thaf 
I have.“ he said to the judge in an- 
sewer to the first auestions put to him 
The judge asked him: “Were you 
not afraid of the police?” “I was,” 
he replied, “but I was always very 
polite to the policemen, and I always 
looked so decent that they would not 
have thought of suspecting me.” The 
police inspectors visited with their 
prisoner twenty-two houses and flats, 
and his allegations were found to be 
true. He had broken into all of them. 
He ts therefore entitled to be called 
the champion burglar of the world. 
and to be gratified with a sentence te 
deportation for life. 

TAX WEIGHT OF CITIZENS. 

A small French town in the Py- 
renees district has struck a novel way 
to inereage revenue from taxation. 
The ordinary channels not bringing 
enough to carry out certain projected 
improvements, the municipal Council 
decided to place a tax on the physi- 
eal weight of the citizens, arranxing 
the following schemes: Below 135 
pounds, no tax; from 135 pounds to 
200 pounds, 12s. annually ts demand- 
ed; from 200 pounds to 270 pounds, 
18s.; for all weights above this fig- 
ure, the tax increases at the rate of 
24s. for each twenty pounds. Trou- 
ble came when the local authorities 
tried to collect the tribute. Most 
of the fat people formed a committee 
to appeal to the prefect, who repre- 
gents the Federal authority in the dis- 
trict. Thus a stay was gained. But ff 
appears probable that the town could 
put into execution the new law if ht 
should fight the case in the courts. 
Most of the opposition came from the 
women, who held meetings and torch- 
light processions to signify their op- 
position to the measure, which struck 
them harder than their husbands. 

PROLONGATION OF LIFE. 

Can life be prolonged? This prob- 
lem {s at present engaging the atten- 
tion of Metchnikoff, the winner of the 
Nobel pre, in France. He believes 
that the present normal tenure of 
our lives is unduly restricted, and that 
it ought to be possible to extend them 
through substantially longer periods. 
He believes that the cause of sleep is 
the accumulation during working 
hours of certain toxic substances 
which causes the phenomena of sleep, 
and which during sleep are removed. 
Similarly, he believes that the phe- 
nomena of old age and norma! death 
are produced by certain other toxie 
substances gradually and continuous- 
ly accumulated. Starting on this 
basis, he is devoting his life to the 
attempt to extend the lives of others. 
During the fifteenth century the aver- 
age length of life was about twenty- 
three: it was a world of youth. In 
our day it is about forty-four. Wheth- 
er Metchnikoff will live long enough 
to extend this period to a hundred 
years is an interesting problem. 

FIGHT WITH OCTOPUS. 

A naval diver at Toulon has had a 
terrible experience while under wa- 
ter, being suddenly attacked by a gi- 
gantic octopus. He was without his 
sheath knife, and being unable to de- 
fend himself he promptly gave the 
hoisting signal. eanwhile, however, 
the octopus had got hold of him in 
its twenty-foot tentacles, and when the 
diver was got on board, together with 
the beast, which was still gripping 
him tightly, he had lost consciousness.

PUBLIC MAY VISIT DONJON. 

It will be of interest to visitors to 
Paris to learn that the public is now 
allowed admission to the donjon, or 
keep, of the Chateau of Vincennes, 
which is about 160 feet in height, and 
the walls of which are nearly ten feet 
in thickness. A winding staircase 
with twenty-seven steps leads up the 
five stories to the platform. from 
which a magnificent view is to be 
obtained, but it is, of course, the his- 
toric feature of this ancient building 
which is the great attraction. 

It was as far back as 1164 that 
Louls VII conceived the project of 
building a royal residence at Vin- 
cennes, in the wood of which the 
earlier monarchs often hunted. Phil- 
ippe Auguste and his successors im- 
proved and enlarged the chateau. in 
which many of them dwelt. It was 
afterward utilized as a state prison, 
and in 1740 the porcelain factory 
which was removed to Sevres ten years 
later was established there. In 1788 
Vincennes was ranged among. the 
royal chateaux which were to be sold, 
but it did not finda buyer. Louis VII, 
Philippe V and Charles IV all died at 
Vincennes, and so did Henry V of 
England., as well as other monarchs,

M. Leroy-Beaulieu declares that the 
drop in the French birth rate is im- 
moral, due to the universal wish to 
limit the family to the minimum. It 
is not alone due to the fear of the

The economist has several remedies 
for what he considers a very threat- 
ening situation for the future of 
France.

HREE months ago I suggested to

In the year of the Spanish Armada, 
»in this world's wolter, as James 
VI. said, that learned and perplexed 
prince found his leisure and atten- 
tion occupied by the quarrels of the 
University of St. Andrews. The 
United States in general pay, perhaps, 
but an absent-minded attention to a 
broil in Columbia University. The 
details, which are instruetive some- 
times, and amusing in certain in- 
stances, reach men in a pamphiet 
called “A Question of Academic Free- 
dom” by one of the parties to the 
dispute, Professor Spingarn. The 
other side—there is always another 
side—I have not hear. 

The American Universities, in the 
last generation, have made amazingly 
rapid strides in the matter of original 
research in all departments of know!l- 
edge. The members of their profes- 
sorial staffs appear usually to hav 
studied in German Universities, an 
to follow German methods of indus- 
trious devotion to work. The teach- 
ers and the aspirants to the doctor's | 
degree publish essays on many points 
of détail; those which reach me by 
the kindness of the authors are usual- 


ogy, and literature, ancient and mod- 
ern. Far more of this specialised sort 
of work appears to be done in the 
numerous American Universities than 
in our own; but let us abstain from 
invidious comparisons. 

Prof. Springarn, one of the heroes 
of the academic broil, may be 
garded as a pioneer in a field of im 
mense intcrest, but little worked, the 
field of comparative literature. It has 
always been my desire to see ‘that 
feld brought into cultivation. Natural- 
ly, I would begin with the oral t- 
erature, in verse and prose, of the 
Perusine and the very cannibal,’ as 
an old Elizabethan critic says. Ilias 
age had discovered that there was 
p enty of oral poetry among the rew- 
y-discovered tribes of North Amer- 
ica, and he was interested in it Few 
scholars are, though Dr. Brinton and 
Miss Fletcher have published both 
love-lyrics and hymns of great charm 
and refinement, collected in various 
tribes; and there are whole psalters 
of Zumi and of Maori hymns, often 
reminding one of parts of Hesiod. 

In fact, wherever you listen in wild 
regions you hear poetry, and where- 
ever you look you see the first forms 
of mystery plays and the drama. Com- 
parative literature would set beside 
these things the oldest European pop- 
ular and national ballads and lays 
and even epics. Unlucktly, for want 
of organized research our scholars go 


ly concerned with history, anthropol- ; 


at the early European work, with- 
out any knowledge of the work of the 


more backward races, just as we used 


to investigate Greek, or Roman, or 
Germanic religions without any 
knowledge of savage and barbaric 
creeds and rites. Now it is recog- 
nized that the former grew up out 
of the latter and progress is being 
made in a-more or less scientific way. 

Professor Spingarn undertook a 
three years course of “graduate study” 
at Columbia, where Prof. Woodberry, 
well known here for his work on 
Chaucer, organized a department of 
comparative literature; He rote to 
heing professor of comparative Iiter- 
ature in 1909. He does not seem to 
have begun at the beginning, with 
my tuneful savage tribes, but pub- 
lished twelve years ago a “History 
of Literary Criticism at the Renais- 
sance,” an immense, if not to all men 
an attractive theme. There be even 
some who regard literary critism as 
scarcely deserving recognition; still, 
„it takes all sorts to make a world.” 
Mr. Spingarn’s book was so blessed 
as to be translated into Italian, and 
was very kindly received in England. 
The Spectator applauded the “almost 
enormous extent of the author's eru- 
dition,” which “never appears 
tedious.” Henry Butcher de- 
clared it to be “one of the most val- 
uable and interesting pieces of liter- 
ary history I have read for a long 
time.” The learned of Spain, France 
and Italy sang to the same tune. Mr. 
Saintsbury, himself author of a most 
erudite history of criticism, declared 
that the book “most courageously 
and carefully explores and maps out 
a region of literature hitherto far 
more talked of than known,” and 
recognized Mr. Spingarn as his help- 
er and foregoer, “in a previously 
untrodden path,” though he did not 
on all points agree with his prede- 
cessor. The New York Nation, in *% 
truly patriotic spirit, declared that 
“in a single page” of Mr. Spinsarn's 
work, “there is more real grasp of 
the subject than Saintsbury'’s ‘His- 
tory of Criticism’ displays in a chap- 
ter.” I take these compliments from 
many which are published in Mr. 
Spingarn’s pamphlet. He also edited 
Sir William Temple's “Essays” for 
the Oxford Press and wrote a chap- 
ter on the great Cambridge “History 
of English Literatyre.” 

All these facts prove that Mr. 
Spingarn is not the first comer, but 
he has been deprived of his chair in 
Columbia University, on account of 
the academic brotl between himself 
and Dr. Murray Butler, the president. 
The various rounds in the spirited 
rally cannot easily be described, 
‘especially as only one version of the 
matter is before us. But, by Mr. 
Spingarn’s account, the constitution 
of the university seems to be highly 
unacademic. To tell the truth, I have 
no minute knowledge of the constt- 
tution of any university, even of Ox- 
ford or St. Andrews. Columbia, as in 
many other American institutions, “is 
governed by a aself-perpetuating 
board of trustees, consisting of finan- 
lers, lawyers, divines, and other men, 
not one of whom is a scholar by pro- 
feasion or familiar with the more in- 
timate atmosphere of academic life,” 


which ts sometimes gunpowdery. 


The trustees appoint professors, as 
the Town Council used to do at Edin- 
burgh. You remember the haughty 
candidate who was obliged to visit an 
elector, a grocer, in his shop? Lou 
have come to me, on this important 
creesis of your life, young man, to 
soleecit ma vote? “No, sir; I have 
come to buy aixpennyworth of figs; 
pack them up and be quick about it.“ 
replied the candidate. On the Board 
of Trustees the president is the only 
academic person who has a seat; they 
never give a personal hearing to any 
of the teaching staff, and all hold 
their appointments “at the pleasure 
of the trustees“ Their Committee of 
Education consists of seven members: 
meetings are seldom attended, we are 
told, by more than three or four, 
and the destinies of Columbia, with 
ite more than 700 teachers and 
more than 7000 students, are set- 
tled at these secret conclaves between 
the president and three or four of his 
friends.” If this be so, it seems to 
be wise in a professor to keep on the 
sunny side of the president. Thus 
arises “the danger to academic free- 
dom.” 7 

It is much easier to get rid of a 
professor in Columbia than in a Scot- 
tish university—that is certain. I 
never heard of any attempt made at 
Oxford to get rid of a professor, and 
have not the faintest idea as to how 
the university would try to set about 
it. Mr. Spingarn’s trouble began, it 
seems, when his department of Com- 
parative Liferature was amalgamated 
with the lish Department, and 
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his work was placed under the au- 
thority of the professors of English. 
That cause of wrath appears to have 
been dropped; but then another ac- 
ademic brawl arose, the president 
and the professor differed, and the 
professor’s chair was abolished by the 
Committee of Education. It is decid- 
edly best not to publish Mr. Spin- 
garn’s comments on his president's 
behavior, which are of a nature very 
unusual. “All noble idealism, and 
all the graces of poetry and art, have 
been shrivelled by his (adjectives 
omitted) powers.” It appears tiat, 
perhaps, comparative terature is 
“put down” as a move in the diroc- 
tion of economy and of conc: "tration 
of effort,” and that the president 
“had tried to get rid of the anthrop- 
ologists for similar reasons.“ Alas, it 
is very difficult, indeed, to persuade 
mankind that anthropologists are a 
deserving and useful set of men! An 
university: bent on economising would 
probably begin by cashierin its an- 
thropologists; not that any such thing 
was designed, as far as I know, at 
Columbia, though Mr. Spingarn Heins 
to think that there was such a thrifty 
purpoge in the air. Now comparative 
literature itself is a brunch of an- 
thropology, especially if it begins with 
the poetry of the Barkinji, Omaha, 
Zuni, Maoris, and other such peoples. 
Had I been professor of comparative 
literature it would have pained, but 
not surprised me if the Committce of 
Education, abolished my chair.

WRONGED AND RIGHTED. 
THE MISSION OF VICTORIA WILHELMINA, 

By Jeanne Bartholow Magoun.

N EXCELLENT little book writ- 
A ten in the form of a diary, and 

dealing with what is known by 
the specialists in vice as the “social 
evil,” is “The Mission of Victoria- 
Wilhelmina.”

The girl who keeps the 4 is a 
simple, untutored, but physically at- 
tractive country less who engenders 
the idea that New York is her oyster 
and proceeds to blok blithely into 
that city. But simplicity and genuine- 
ness are not weapons wherewith to 
combat successfully the foes of 
righteousness lurking thereln—as one 
might phrase it. The girl meets a 
man of some position and wealth who 
is well versed in the machinations 
ef the seductive craft. She falls a 
victim to his wiles—which is to say 
her downfall is due to the eloquence 
of his rhetoric. A soul marriage takes 
place, and is shortly followed by a 
child. At this point the maternal 
instinct dominates the situation, and 
the mission of Victoria-Wilhelmina 
whose life was a brief one, is the 
awakening of the unhusbanded 
mother to an idealism which there- 
tofore she had not possessed.

George -Debereiner, who lives in 
Cincinnati, recently held an exhibi- 
tion of Dutch pictures in the library 
gallery at Long Beach. These same

Though born in Bavaria, Debe- 
Feiner is an American citizen “by 
act of Congress,” as he came to this 
country at a very early age.

Per- 
haps the red roofs helped, and the 
Niue gowns and kerchiefs of the 
peasant girls, and the clumping 
wooden shoes. What, indeed, would 
a Dutch picture be without red roofs 
and blue gowns and yellow sabots? 

Certainly. Debereiner saw bright 
color everywhere—brighter than 
most people would see it, | think— 
and the only picture in the exhibi- 
tion with browns in it, “The Dancing 
Girl.” was assuredly not painted in 
Holland. Perhaps it comes from 
Munich—the Munich of yesterday. 
Perhaps, again, it doesn’t, for the 
browns are most agreeably mingled 
with delicate gray pinks. 

Eixceédingly interesting are the se- 
ries of canvases which show us build- 
ings and outskirts of villages, every 
house with the inevitable red roof, 
every vista ending in hedgerows of 
lush green. In these—as in most of 
Debereiner’s pictures— the blues run 
a merry race with the purples and 
greens, and no color gets to the goal 
ahead of any other, unless it's some 
especially lively blue. All the effects 
are startlingly vivid—even to the 
narrow white frame round the pic- 
ture, another chic modernism of 
Debereiner. In Paris and Munich, be 
it known, gilt is no longer au fait In 
picture frames. Debereiner doesn't 
_ wee it, and Helena Dunlap of Whit- 
tier, recently of Paris, regards it 
with disfavor. Fannie E. Duvall, 
who has just come back to Los An- 
geles after five years of Paris, also 
shows a decided liking for the white 
band.

Water Colors of California. 
Since her arrival in Southern Call 


Los Angeles artist has painted our 
landscapes with more understanding 
and enthusiasm than Helen Balfour. 
Coming from the East, she quickly ad- 
justed herself to our high scale of 
light——-ao ‘difficult of aqcgomplishment 
to many painters—and began to paint 
water colors that are big, true and 
full of genuine feeling. 

She must be an exceedingly busy 
woman, for every now and again she 
is holding an exhibition somewhere— 
at Kanst’s, at the Blanchard, at 
Royar’s. Yet, in spite of the amaz- 
ing quantity of her output, she takes 
counsel of perfection, for the standard 
of her accomplishment is always high 
—nalways, indeed, a little higher each 
time she exhibits. 

I have euld good things about her 
work on every occasion, and I am glad 
to have the chance of repeating them, 
now that she is showing about twen- 
ty-five of her latest pictures in the 
Royar gallery, No. 744 South Hill 
street. There are twenty-five new 
pictures and five old ones—that is, 
five that have been shown before, 
though they are not really old. 

Mrs. Balfour is especially successful 
with the “big stuff,“ the long stretches 
of California landscape that take in 
purple mountains, dun-colored hills 
and a tremendous dome of blue sky 
with one aplendid sweep.

“Morning at Mill Valley” shows 
opalescent mists on the mountains. 
“Sand Dunes is painted in. delicate 
tones of greenish gray. “Montec'

In Fog.“ one of the most beautiful 
of pictures, the colorful hills are full 
of dark greens and purples, and the 
fog trafis over them. This picture 
is notable for the juiciness of its 
color.

MEDICAL SCHOOLS OF AMERICA 
A SCANDAL.

the Carnegie Foundation Reveals 
a Startling Difference to the Dis- 


credit of the United States.

(New York Sun:]! Abraham Flex- 
ner has submitted to the Carnegie 
Foundation a report on “Medical 
Education in Europe., an outcome of 
the report on medical education in 
the United States, which was sub- 
mitted to the foundation in June, 
1910. Mr. Flexner’s report makes 4 
volume of 360 pages, and is intended 
to give not 4 detailed account of the 
separate schools of medicine on the 
continent and England, but rather a 
1 picture of contemporary medical edu- 
cation in these eountries. The report 
is based upon an examination of rep- 
resentative medical schools and in- 
stitutions im each country and not 
upon the examination of every med- 
ical estabifshment. The report, says 
Henry 8. Pritchett, president of the 
foundation, who writes thé introduc- 
tion, has as its primary object the 
benefit of medical education in 
America. | 

The fact that Mr. Fiexner’s report 
emphasizes the definite educational 
requirement for entrance upon med- 
ical education demanded by all the 
European countries and that these 
countries will permit no schools to 
teach medicine without essential 
laboratory facilities and abundent 
clinical opportunities causes Mr. 
Pritchett to say in his introduction: 

Sandals in medical education exist 
in America alone. In no foreign 
country is a medical school to be 
‘found whose students do not learn 
anatomy in the Jissecting-room and 
disease by the study of sick people. 
It has for the United States 
and Ca to confer annually the 
degree of doctor of medicine upon 
and to admit to practie hundreds 
who have learned anatomy from quiz- | 
compends and whose acquaintance 
with disease is dervied not from the 
study of the sick, but from the study 
of text books. 

These scandalous conditions are 
leas widespread today than they were 
a decade ago; yet they are still to 
be found In almost all sections of the 
country, even in the most cultivated. 
The State of Massachusetts tolerates 
in the city of Boston, the State of 
New York tolerates tn the city of 
New ork, the State of Illinois 
tolerates in the city of Chicago, the 
State of Missouri tolerates in St 
Louls, the State of California tolerates 
in San Francisco so-called medica] 
schools that pretend to train doctors 
despite the fact that they are with- 
out adequate clinical facilities. 

In no European country is it pos- 
„„ to find an educational farce of, 
this Jescription. There every school 
has adequate clinical resources under 
complete control. If the lowest terms 
upon which a medical school can 
exist abroad were applied to America 
three-fourths of our existing medical 
schools would be closed at once. And, 
let me add, the remaining fourth 
would be easily and entirely adequate 
to our need. 

After tracing the historical develop- 
ment of the modern school of 
medicine in Europe Mr. Flexner dis- 
cusses the distribution of physicians. 
He finds overcrowding of the profes- 
sion in Germany and Austria on a 
high, university basis, and in Eng- 
land and Scotiand on a low, proprie- 
tary basis. “High standards as such,” 
he says, “do not mean a depleted 
profession. Wherever adequate gen- 
eral school facilitien have been pro- 
vided a high standard of medical 
education, despite its attendant delay 
and expense, is entirely consistent 
with an abundantly, even too abund- 
antly, numerous profession.” Addi- 
tional educational barriers thrown up 
before the physician, says the report, 
merely increase the scientific possi- 
bilittes and the soctal distinctions of 
the profession. 

In his d n of the basis of a 
medical educa — Mr. Flexner says 
that “France has gone further than 
any other country in stipulating * 
medical education shall rest on 
basis not only high and uniform, Lie 
determined or supplemented by the 
specific requirements of modern 
medicine.” He finds that, in com- 
parison with the American idea of 
entering a boy in a medical school 
sometimes equipped with but the 
frailest foundations of general edu- 
cation, in Germany and France the 
medical student has from his 3 
ary school education mastered his 
phyics, chemistry and biology, that 
he ig familiar with scientific concepts 
and scientific ways of thinking and 
that the French and German physi- 
Clan enters his fleld with a wider and 
more helpful knowledge than his 
American colleague. 

In spite of the fact that Mr. Fiex- 
ner finds many flaws in the German 
medical schools which he is frank to 
point out, he believes that German 
still leads the world of doctors both 
because the medical seiences are 
highly developed in the laboratories 
and institutes of the German univer- 
sities and because the clinical teach- 
ers are university professors appoint- 
Jed on the basis of acientific eminence 
and not, as often in this country, local 
practitioners. Then, too, Mr. Flexner 
finda that the German universities ab- 
solutely control the hospitals in which 
their clinical teaching ts given. In this 
respect Mr. Pritchett says: 

The layman carries direct reaponsi- 
bility to medical education arising out 
of the control of hospitals which are 
1 as are the colleges of the 

Inited States by lay boards. Prob- 
ably no other men have in their 
hands so great an opportunity to ad- 
vance medicine as have the trustees 
of hospitals. 

Hospital trustees in the past have 
dealt in a somewhat cautious spirit 
with medical schools in the United 
States, and this attitude is not to be 
wondered at since these schools have 
in most cases been proprietary con- 
cerns and in the absence of effective 
entrance requirements the class of 
students enrolled in them was often 
not of a character that a hospital 
could admit to its wards. The reor- 
ganization now — on, however, in 
medical education in this country 
makes it possible gradually to im- 
prove clinical training, but the hands 
of the universities seeking this prog- 
ress are tied so long as they are re- 
quired by the trustees of hospitals. to 
utilize the services of the hospital 
staff. of physicians and surgeons who 
have been chosen without regard to 
their fitness for teaching or for re- 
esearch.

LONG BEACH, June 29.— An inno- 
cent looking bit of legislation passed 
by the Council this morning at an 
adjourned meeting is thought to have 
tar more significance than appears on 
the surface, and means an opening 
wedge for a one-telephone system in 
the city. 

At present two companies are oper- 
ating—the Home and the Sunset. The 
Sunset recently applied for and pur-

The 
Home system alco owns a franchise 
under the terms of which they are 
forbidden to dispose of their holdings 
er conrolidate with a competing com- 


pany. 

There is much dissatisfaction with 
the double system in Long Beach, and 
negotiations between the two compa- 
nies successful in other cities met with 
a @hag here, by reason of the non- 


 gonsolidation clause. The Home com- 


pany, under its franchise, is required 
yearly to pay into the City Treasury 
2 per cent. of its gross reteipts. This 
payment is now overdue and the com- 

ny, showing no inclination to send 

the required check, the Council this 
morning adopted a resolution citing 
the manager of the company to ap- 

ar before the body one week from 

onday and show cause why their 
franchise should not be revoked for 
non-compliance with its provisions. 
' The Home company has been late 
before, but no such action seemed 
to be necessary and knowing ones 
gay that refusal to pay the 2 per 
cent. demanded is but a plan to for- 
felt their franchise, in which case 
they would be free to dispose of their 
material and supplies including their 
entire system to the opposition com- 
pany, which also owns a franchise 
under the same conditions, so that 
the city, by a technicality, could gain 
a point, dispose of a bothersome dou- 
‘dle system- and yet not decreases its 
revenue.

Fiscal F car's Building Total 
Twenty-six Millions. 


June Biggest Month in City’s 
Construction History. 
Thirty Millions Set As Mark 
for Nineteen Twelve. 


All previous fiscal year building re- 
ports were completely 3 by the 
huge totals recorded during the 
twelve-month period which ended 
yesterday. During the time in ques- 
tion the Chief Inspector of Buildings 
issued 14,706 building permits with 
an ageregate valuation of $26,161,886. 
This is an increase of 2643 permits 
and. $4,662,462 in valuation over 
1910-11, which had previously boast- 
ed the greatest fiscal year totais 

During the same time there were 
issued 17,450 plumbing, sewer and 
cesspool permits, and 11,066 gas-pip- 
ing permits, together with a large 
numder of fire escape, house, court 
and roof sign permits. The total fees 
collected by the department amount- 
ed to $62,386. The expenditures of 
the Apartment were 318.733, show- 
ing a balance collected over expendt- 
tures of $13,652. During the year ap- 
proximately 136.000 inspections were 
made of buildings in course of con- 
struction, of plumbing, sewers, cess- 
pools and piping.

OLD-TIME RESORT. 


SANTA MONICA CANYON TO BE 
CUT INTO HOME SITES. 


day of Santa Monica Canyon will 
mark the passing of one of the most 
picturesque of the public resort places 
of Southern California. The whole of 
the canyon has been surveyed and 
subdivided in the past few weeks 
under the direction of Knapp and 
Woodard and is now ready for the 
home builder. Long the playground 
of the vacationist and nature lover, 
the rustic sides of the beautiful ra- 
vine bid fair soon to be covered with 
attractive homes. 

Romance and legend attach to 
Santa Monica Canyon as to no other 
part of the south coast. For genera- 
tions the canyon and its ramifications 
marked the dividing lines of the old 
Spanish grants of the Crescent Bay 
district. The Santa Monica palicades 
were undoubtedly first sighted by the 
Spanish explorer, Cabrillo, in 1543, 
fifty years after Columbus discovered 
America. Sir Francis Drake also is 
believed to have put in at the can- 
yon. Legend has it that for 200 years 
after Drake's time the sylvan depths 
of the canyon were the retreat of 
pirates and brigands, as well as the 
dwelling place of Indian tribes that 


who came to Los Angeles in 
1786, and who was an extensive land 
owner, His son, Ysidro, in 1828.

WIRE BURNS, WIRES SAVE. 


Twenty-two Hundred Volts Hurl 

Lineman From Pole Platform, But 

He Doesn't Fall to Pavement. 

Fortune intervened when fate 
dealt F. W. Birdsall a death blow 
yesterday aftérnoon, and while the 
man’s right arm was Wurned almost 
to the bone it is not believed that 
he ts fatally injured. 

Twenty-two hundred volts of elec- 
tricity passed through  Birdsall's 
body while he was working on a 
small platform, near the top of a 
pole at Industrial street and Central 
avenue. He was thrown across a 
wumber of other wires strung from 
the pole and these kept him from 
falling to the pavement, thirty feet 


Birdsall’s body was instantly en- 
veloped in a haze of pale blue smoke, 
which arose from his right arm, 


wire, and his clothes. 

Geo Green and Otto Hidden, 
two other linemen, who were work- 
ing with Birdsall, but at that mo- 
ment were on the ground, climbed 
the pole to his assistance. His right 
arm was jerked from the wire that 
had burned the flesh almost to the 
bone, although it was encased in a 
heavy working glove. With a groan 
Birdsall fell in a heap on the small 
platform. Quickly fastening a rope 
under Birdsali’s arms, Green and 
Hidden lowered him to the ground. 

He was picked up by a number 
of street car men and others, whe 
had been attracted to the scene. 

While Birdsall was being rushed te 
the Recetving Hospital in the police 
patrol, the Los Angeles Gas and 
Electric Corporation, by whom he is 
eraployed, was rushing its pulmotor 
there by auto in event that the man 
had been seriously burned.

| Remarkable Engineering Feat of Transfering a River From One Drainage Basin 


o Another—Development of Territory Tributary to Los Angeles. 


N JULY 1 there win be a water 

jubilee in Provo, Utah, to com- 

memorate fittingly the successful 
egmpletion of one of the remarkable 
engineering feats of the century. In 
an age big with engineering achieve-, 
ments the Strawberry Valley irri- 
gation project or the Reclamation 
service occupies a prominent and 
unique place. In complexity of de- 
tails, in daring of conception, and in 
the variety and magnitude of the en- 


The physical characteristics of the 
project are unique. On one side 4 
broad and beautiful valley containing 
thousands of acres of fertile and 
valuable land condemned to perpetual 
sterility by reason of lack of water; 
on the other a lofty plateau traversed 
by numerous streams which carry 
the run-off of a well-watered region 
to a distant ocean; between the val- 
ley and these streams a rugged range 
of snow-capped mountains imposing 
a seemingly impassable barrier. 

To link the thirsty valley with that 
distant water supply was the serious 
problem, and its successful solution 
is to be made the occasion of general 
rejoicing on the part of the citizens 
of the valley and of the State. 

The link is the Strawberry Tunnel, 
a huge bore, 9x10% feet, piercing a 
mountain nearly four miles thick. 
Over on the eastern side of the Wa- 
satch range Strawberry River has 
been turned at right angles into a 
large natural reservoir by means of 
a dam seventy-one feet high and 450 
feet long. This reservoir covers 8200 
acres, and has a capacity of nearly 
200,000 acre feet, or sufflicient to 
cover that many acres a foot deep. 

At the other end of the reservoir 
are the gates, which, when opened, 
will direct the flow of a river now 
discharging its waters into the Gulf 
of California into Utah Valley, which 
has no drainage to the sea. Literally 
a transformation in the physical 
geography of the State has been ac- 
complished.

The excavation of the tunnel has re- 
quired the constant vigilance and the 
utmost precaution to prevent dis- 
asters. Subterranean lakes and 
springs were opened up by the dyna- 
mite blast, and the inrush of water 
frequently drove the miners pre- 
cipitately from their work. For

FOR BEAN CROP. 


Coast’s First Canning Factory 
ow Being Built. 


W orld-wide Market for Green 


Limas in Cans. 


Big Acreage Producing Crop 
Worth Millions. 


I factory for canning green Lima — 
beans is now being erected a few 
miles from this city, in Sawtelle. It 
is said to be the first o the kind on 
the Coast and will be in Dperation late 
this summer. 

It will cost in the neighborhood of 
$40,000, and will have a capacity of 
50,000 to 60,000 cans a day. This year 
it is hardly expected that more than 
150,000 cans will be put up as the run 
will last only about two weeks. 

If this factory is successful, as it 
gives every promise of being, two or 
more like establishmests will prob- — 
ably be built in Ventura county, the 
great Lima bean district. This will 
mark a new era in the development 
of the industry, as it will furnish a 
new commercial outlet for a consid- 
erable portion of the great crop. 

In an interview regarding this 
phase with J. M. Waterman, general 
manager of the Lima Bean Growers’ 
Association, who has been a prime 
mover in_the building of the factory, 
he said in part: . 

TO STIMULATE DEMAND. 

“Although the Lima bean produc- 
tion of Southern California has in- 
creased tremendously, the consump- 
tion has kept pace with the output. 
Nevertheless, we have deemed i ad- 
visable to take steps to open up some 
new field to stimulate the already 
large demand. By constructing can- 
ning factories we shall be able to turn 
a considerable part of the Lima bean 
acreage over to the cultivation of the 
green product, and thus practically do 
away with any possible danger of 
over-supplying the market with dried 
Lima beans 

»Ot course, the factory at Sawtelle — 
will only be an experiment this year, - 
and that ig the reason why we are 
not canning more beans. There is 
little doubt, however, as to the suc- 
cess of the proposition. Factories in 
the East have been canning green 


shown by the fact that since we pro- 
posed to establish this factory at Saw- 
telle, we have received orders from. 
all over the country. Some brokers 
even went so far as to ask to handle 
the entire output. 

“As yet we have not accepted any 
orders for the reason that we want 
to be assured of the success of the 
enterprise. We will not put our prod- 
uct on the market until we produce a 
high quality of canned beans. We 
are, therefore, going to keep the cans. 
in our factory for one month before 
disposing of them, and if they then 
test up to the high standard which 
we wish to establish, we will put 
them on the market.” 

YIELD is ENORMOUS 

J. R. Mero will be superintendent 
of the factory. It is expected that 
from sixty to eighty people will be 
employed altogether, and probably 
300 acres will be devoted to the grow- 
ing of the green Limas. The most 
important part of the industry u ex- 
pedition in handling the product.

Remodeled Rosedale Columbartums 
Will Follow Ionic Style in Keeping 
With Beautiful Receiving 
Plans are in course of preparation 
by Dennis & Farwell for the complete 
remodeling of the old crematory build- 
ing of Rosedale Cemetery. A new 
reinforced concrete chapel and célum- 
bariums will be erected in front of 
the chimney and “retorts” of the 
present chapel building. The of 
the building when completed will be 
73x66 feet and its height will be about 
thirty feet over all, a one-story annex 
at the rear being 44x47 feet in size. 

The chapel is to be in the cen of 
the building with the columbariums 
on either side and separated from its 
corridors. A mezzanine floor over the 
corridors and columbariums will be 
used in the future for gallery pur- 
poses. The whole will be lighted by 
central skylights. Accommodations for 
relatives, friends and the officiating 
minister will be provided. 

The building will follow Ionic 
classic lines, both as to interior and 
exterior design and will be in har- 
monious keeping with a near-by re- 
ceiving vault. The receptacies for 
ashes in the columbariums will be of 
a special make of white enamel boxes, 


set up in tiers. 

The old cre building, erected 
by the Rosedale Cemetery Association 
in 1887, was the third bullding of its 
character built in the United States 
and was for many years the only 
structure of the kind west of the Mis- 
sissippi.

Synthetic Rubber. 

“Prof. Ostromisiensky of Moscow 
University has solved the problem, 
long pending, of the production on a 
commercial basis of artificial rubber 
by chemical synthesis,“ says the St. 
Petersburg correspondent of the 
Standard. “He has sold his secret to 
a syndicate of capitalists, who are now 
erecting an experimental] factory. The 
method, it is said, produces the purest 
rubber at a nominal cost from ma- 
terials native to Russia.” 

Hitherto heat has been used to pro- 
duce the necessary chemical changes, 
but Prof. Ostromislensky employs ul- 
tra-violet rays from a quartz lamp. 
The product is claimed to have all 
the qualities of best rubber, but is too 
pure for ordinary commercial uses, re- 
quiring adulteration before use.

8s. 1 d. a pound. The new substi- 
tute is to cost about 18. 3½ d. a pound.

Coal Exports. 

The exports of coal, while consti- 
tuting but a small part of the com- 
mercial coal product, show a material 
increase during the first three months 
of the present year, namely, from 
2,174,121 long tons in 1911 to 2,336,- 
014 long tons in 1912 in the case of 
bituminous, and from 608,291 long 
tons in 1911 to 730,821 long tons of 
anthracite in 1912. This increase in 
the exports of coal, however, oc- 
curred mainly in the month of March. 
the exports of bituminous coal, 973,096 
long tons, having been 86 per cent. 
greater than and the anthracite ex- 
ports more than double those in 
March, 1911.

“We have seven lines of defense, AS 
they are called. First, the inspection 
and detehtion of immigrants from in- 
fected regions at the foreign ports 

hence they purpose to sail. They 
are detained five days, their baggage 
ie examined, and they are prohibited 
from carrying food or water into the 
Wessel which is to bring them to this 
country. The work is done by our 
own medical men, with the assistance 
of local physicians, when needed. Yet 
we had thirty-five cases of cholera 
last year and twenty deaths, but 
thirteen of the cases developed in 
quarantine on this side of the At- 
lantic. So the first line of defense 
was not entirely effective, but we had 
six other lines and they were suff 
cient in the aggregate. 

“Becond, passengers en route to this 
country from Italy—and that is the

though Dr. A. J. M. Laughlin, who was 


stationed in the Philippines, says that 
the percentage rose very much higher 
in the infected districts around Ma- 
nilla. There is one case on record 
where a man remained a carrier for 
sixty-nine days after his recovery. 
In that time he could have traveled 
around the world and spread the di- 
ease among hundreds of millions of 
people. 
CARRIERS STOPPED IN ITALY. 
“We examined the dejecta of 34,000 
Immigrants last summer, finding as I 
have said twenty-seven carriers. The 
Italian medical officers had previously 
found forty at Naples and one at Pa- 
lermo among the emigrants waiting to 
take ship for the United States. A 
man in bed can be watched and doc- 
tored. Carriers, well men and moving 
about, are therefore a menace not only 
to localities but to whole countries. 
“From June 8, last year, to Decemt- 
ber 24, there were 15,979 cases of 
cholera in Italy and 6021 deaths. 
While the Italian medical men have 
been energetic and successful in eradi- 


re- i cating the disease, we understand that 


cholera was taken to Tripoli by the 
Italian troops, and if that is true the 
soldiers may epread it again when they 
return home. We have nothing to 
fear from Tripoli, with which country 
we have no direct relations, but much 
to fear from Italy. Bacteriological 
examinations will be made this sum- 
mer at Boston, Providence and New 
York. Italians bound for Philadel- 
phia, are taken there from New York 
in the same ships that bring them 
across the Atlantic and are examined 
in the latter city and accompanied to 


the port of destination by officers of, 


our service. Canada has adopted regu- 
lations similar to our own and thus 
we are protected at the North.” 

“Can a person get yellow fever, 
also a summer disease, in any other 
way than by the bite of a mosquito?” 

“The Rocky Mountain spotted fever, 
we have discovered, is caused by «& 
woodtick. In a littie valley of the 
West, where almost every person 
having spotted fever dies, wild ani- 
mals in the mountains are infected 
with the ticks. Domestic animals 
going into the mountains during sum- 
mer to graze, bring the ticks back to 
the valley and the ticks promptly 
transmit the spotted fever germ to 
human beings. The people of the val- 
ley killed 4000 wild animals last year. 
This spring they began to dip their 
domestic animals in an anti-tick solu- 
tion, and we believe they can thus 
end the disease in their own locality. 

“It seemed to us that there was 
a great similarity between the Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever and the 
+ typhus fever, which is prevaient in 
the City of Mexico certain seasons of 
the year.

In 
ease of mediation Commissioner Neill 
acts as a sort of go-between, where- 
as arbitration is a quasi-judicial pro- 
cedure. Power to invoke these two 
means of settling controversies af- 
fecting railways and their employees 
engaged in railroad train service is 
given in a Federal law common 
known as the Erdman act. The kw 
has been on the statute books for 
thirteen years. but only within the 
last five years has it been utilized to 
any extent.

Under the provisions of the Erd- 
man act controversies involving en- 
gineers, firemen, conductors, train- 
men, switchmen and telegraphers are 
the only ones that come within the 
scope of legal mediation or arbitra- 
tion. It is provided that where there 
is danger of inter-state traffic being 
interrupted either the employer or the 
employee, or both, may appeal to the 
Commissioner of Labor and the chair- 
man of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission to use their friendly of- 
fices to bring about an amicable ad- 
justment of the difficulty. The two 
officials cannot act on their own initia- 
tive, but must wait to be asked.

CALLED IN TO AVERT STRIKES. 
Generally the ald of the mediators 
is invoked before the employees vote 
to strike, but sometimes the dispute 
reaches.a critical stage before either 
side courts intervention in the shape 
of mediation, or arbitration. It is 
usually after a strike has been voted 
and the situation has become acute 
that mediation is sought. After one 
party to the controversy has appealed 
for mediation the mediators tender 
their services to the other side, and, 
if accepted, begin at once to smooth 
out the differences. 
It is a tangled situation that the 
rs find, as a rule, as probably 
the wrangle has extended over weeks 


and each side has been obstinate and 


stubborn in the extreme. Usually 
when they take up the dispute both 
employer and employee have made 
every concession they regard possible. 
It ip a task for a wizard. But it is 
a hard problem that Dr. Neill likes 


The most recent case requiring the 
“friendly offices” of Commissioner Neill 
is the controversy between the locomo- 
tive engineer and the railroads north 
of the Potomac River and east of Chi- 
cago, 62 per cent. of the railroad 
mileage in the country being con- 
cerned. That was not a strike 
precipitated a few weeks ago, with the 
result that the commercial interests 
throughout the whole United States 
would be crippled, if not completely

Judge Martin A. Knapp, interceded at 
the eleventh hour and saved the day. 
It was atranged to arbitrate the griev- 
ances under the provisions of the Erd- 
man act, and settlement of the trouble 
is now in sight. Both the engineers 
and the employers had reached the 
limit of their patience, and the rela- 
tions were strained to the utmost when 
the mediators interceded. 

Mediation is virtually a match of 
wits.between the mediators and the 
parties to the controversy. The medi- 
ators here east side of the dispute and 
then draw their own deductions and 
figure out a plan of action and such 
concessions as they believe each side 
should make. Dach party is heard 
separately and confidentially in order 
that the other may not know the exact 
attitude of its opponent in the dispute. 
Zu e conferences are held with 
the parties in controversy, but until a 
complete settlement is reached they 
are never brought together. Sometimes 
the aim of the mediators is to get the 
employers and the employees to agree 
te arbitrate, although in cases 
a settlement can be reached without 
resorting te arbitration. Every case 
is Gifferent in details, although the 
fundamental principles are the same, 
each step to a solution being similar. 

When a crisis is or the 
tension is keen efforts are made to ad- 
just the differences at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, and often Commissioner 
Neill has remained more than twen- 
ty-four hours at a time with particu- 
larly stubborn principals. Night ses- 
sions are frequent in negotiations of 
this kind. No records or minutes are 
taken during any part of the delibera- 
tions of the mediators and the respec- 
tive parties, about the only writing be- 
ing the agreement. Even the terms 
of the settlement are often not d- 
vulged to the public, as the whole pro- 
ceedings are for the most part confi- 
denial. 

When it is taken Into consideration 
that the mediator is the confident of 


Dr. both sides and hears the most private 
. Well, who is a man of broad human 


matters and secrets of employer and 
employee, and that the slightest be- 
trayal of confidence would perhaps 
sway the whole situation, it can read- 
lily be seen that Commissioner Neill 
occupies an exceedingly delicate posi- 
tion during the pendency of the medi- 
ation proceedings. It is also apparent 
that his wonderful success is an elo- 
quent compliment to his integrity, be- 
sides emphasizing the fact that he 
stands high in the esteem of the two 
industrial factions. The slightest dis- 
trust would ruin his value as a medi- 
ator, but never yet has there been 
the semblance of a suggestion of dou- 
ble dealing on his part, which could 
easily be engaged in, owing to the 
peculiarly clandestine character of 
negotiations.

although five are sometimes named. 
In the event that the two arbitrators 
first named cannot agree to a third 
member of the board, the latter is 
picked by Commissioner Neill and 
Judge Knapp. Such a situation often 
develops. The selection of the third 
arbitrator is another delicate job im- 
posed on the mediators, but there has 
never yet been any dissatisfaction on 
this score, despite the difficulty and 
responsibility attached. 

Precautions taken by the mediators 
no doubt have. contributed consider- 
ably toward averting criticism in the 
appointment of the third arbitrator. 
When the first two arbitrators fail 
after five days, it is almost certain 
that they have discussed the qualifica- 
tions of nearly every available man 
known to them, and that each, in turn. 
has been rejected by one of the ar- 
bitrators, thus narrowing the list of 
possibilities from which the mediators 
are to be chosen. Usually the first 
move made toward the apointment, is 
to ask the two arbitrators for a list 
of men who would be acceptable to 
them, with the hope that perhaps the 
same name might appear in both lists 
and thereby make possibile a satis- 
factory election. 

Usually the railroad names one of 
its officials, while the employees 
choose one of the officers of their or- 
ganization. In any event, each picks 
a man who will look at the dispute 
from the angle or point of view of 
the side selecting him, thereby making 
it all the more necessary for the third 
man to be impartial, unbiassed and 
judicial.

the arbitrators are filed in court, and

Only one such appeal has ever been 
made, and that was in one of the 
earliest cases that resulted disastrous- 
ly for both sides. : 
Awards of the arbitration board are 
now accepted, and the settlement of & 
controversy through mediation, as a 
general rule, results in both sides be- 
coming more friendly than ever be- 
fore. Even where the preliminary 
struggle has been attended with much 
bitterness, ill feeling disappears and 
the peacemakers frequently see the 
former industrial enemies united. 
It is obvious that much of the suc- 
cess of the Erdman act depends up- 
on the personality of the Commission- 


er of Labor and the other mediator. 


From the very beginning there is a 
6elicacy about the proceedings that 
requires the tact of a genuine diplo- 
mat. Exactly the right personality 
is possessed by Dr. Neill and Judge 
Knapp. 

Not only has Commissioner Neill 
found it necessary to use tact and 
diplomacy, but he has also been re- 
quired to display considerable cour- 
age at different times when he has 

me forth as a Federal peace envoy. 

obably the most ticklish mission he 
has had was his trip to Goldfield, Nev., 
in the fall of 1907, when the miners 
and mine owners were engaged in a 
bitter struggle and United States 
troops were there to restore order. 
Both sides were in an ugly mood. 
and there had been bloodshed, includ- 
ing the murder of a restaurant keep- 
er a few days before Dr. Neill arrived 
on the scene. President Roosevelt had 
sent him and two other officials to 
the mining town to determine whether 
the troops were absolutely necessary, 
and naturally he was unwelcome. 

Unafraid of the glowering miners, 
who mistook the object of his mis- 
sion as unfriendly and having some

A few 
of the bolder miners strutted around 
in a menacing manner, expecting to 
intimidate or frighten the stranger, 
but they were destined to a surprise.
